MEMPHIS, 
A DECREASE.

Mempnis, Teun., Sept. 24.—There is a ma- 
terial decrease in the death-rate to-day, and a 
corresponding better feeling prevails. his is 
supposed to be in a measure due to the failure 
of undertakers to make reports at the hour spec- 
ified by the Board of Health for that purpose, and 
to the reputed belief that the materials are ex- 
hausted. IThirty-eight is the number stated to 
have been buried during the day. Among them 
are Dr. G. R. Dawson, of Paris, Tenn., a volun- 
teer physician; Mary Alice Bacegalupo, daughter 
of Mme. Vincent; Jesse Moore, an 
old, Front- street merchant; Felix Gilmartin, 
Postmaster at the National Cemetery; Mrs. 
Matthews, widow of a former prominent dry- 
goods merchant; Dr. Forbes, of Texas; Mrs. 
G. H. Dashiei, sister-in-law of J. H. Edmun- 
ston, of the Howards; Z. P. Oliver, of the Post- 
Office; and 5. F. McCall. 

THE NEW CASES 
reported include Robert Bartton, a prominent 
politician; Dr. Turk, of Cincinnati; H. C. Har- 
rison; Dr. K B. Mauev, who left the citv te be 
out of danger, reported sick at Gill’s Station; 
aud others. The disease is still on the increase 
in the country towns, and refugees are reported 
returning to the city in large numbers. 
Dr. Boskewille, with two purses, was sent to 
Hernando this afternoon by special train. Dr. 
De Graffenree, assigned to duty at Hopefield, 
across the river, reports the malady on the in- 
crease there, and of the most viruient character. 
A calm review of the situation here furnishes 
verv little food for encouragement. 
The condition of affairs isin the last degree 
deplorable. The Fire Department, onginally 
consisting of forty firemen, has lost seventeen 
by death. and fifteeo are now sick. The police 
force has been similarly dealt with, and what is 
true of these organizations will apply to every 
Department of the municipality.

A MARTYR TO 018 OWN THEORY.

New OnLsaNs, Sept. 244.—Dr. Kibbee, who 
came from New York with fever-cots for the 
cold water treatment of fever, applied his own 
remedy to himself and died last night. He 
showed high qualities of nerve. and proved 
with his life his confidence in his own theory. 
The body was taken charge of to-dav by Dr. 
Choppin, Gov. Nicholls, and Gen. Ogden, who 
placed it in a receiving tomb, 

THE DOCTOR'S LAST HOURS. 
To the Western Associated Presse. 

New ORLEANS, Sept. 24.—Au evening paper 
says of Dr. Kibbee: “ His attending physician, 
Dr. Choppin, reported last evening that his pa- 
tient was improving. It seems, however, tuat 
Dr. Kibbee’s temperature gradually fell to 08 
degrees by 6 o'clock yesterday eveuing, and 
from thut time it was almost en im- 
possibility to take bis temperature, as 
he would not allow the ther- 
mometer to be placed in bis mouth. Hence 
forward W the time of his death his tempera- 
ture rose, and when last taken registered 101 
degrees. Attempts were made to administer 
stimulants, but the patient’s stomact would 
not retain them, and he finally in a state of 
utter prostration died. The case is a lamenta- 
ble one. The Doctor came hither on a mission 
of mercy, having ful! faith iu his fever-cot and 
bydropathic treatment. In his own case they 
have been tested, but, though successful in 
other instances, they failed in his, and he is now 
numbered with the host that have fallen before 
the tramp of the saffron steed. His memory 
will long be cherished among those in whose 
benalf he risked his life and died.” 

TOO SATE.

The motherand brother of deceased were 
with him during his sickness, and they say they 
fee! that they owe a debt ol gratitude to Mike 
McDonald, proprietor of the hotel, and bis wife, 
who, with their colored coachman, showed the 
poor sufferer every attention which humanity 
could suggest,—a kindness which they can 
never repay. Mrs. McDonald assured tuem that 
every person might leave her house if they felt 
fear, but the dying and the dead should be pro- 
tected at all costs. She stated to a reporter 
vesterday that she had herself been a victim of 
vellow-lever twelve years ago in New Orieans, 
and, from her knowledge of the disease, she did 
pot think young Wilkie had it, aud that it was 
more of a biltous fever that he was stricken 
with. However, after death, the body of de- 
ceased turned yellow, the face was blotched, 
and the indications were tolerably cicar. The 
rooms were thoroughly ventilated and disin- 
fected after the removal of the body.

gFPROBRBABLY PREJUDICED. 

A gentieman residing in this city has received 
from his father, a resident of New Orleans, a 
letter, trom Which the following is taken: 

This type of lever is worse than any which 
visited this section of country aVany time, on ac- 
count of the great number of young quack ductors 
that have vraduated in medical colleves, and pbave 
been thrown ou our bands for the last twelve or 
fifteen years. Nearly all the old doctors are dead. 
There are but three ur four now living in New 
Orleans who were here in 1853 and during 
previous epidemics, so that tae class that 
are now intrasted with the care of 
patients are mere novices to this disease; 
aud-have already killed more than they cured. The 
prevailing opinion aniong all asses is that where 
there is tne attendance of an M. D. the patient 
dies, and that in the absence of a physician, with 
good care and nursing, the patient recovers, 

I think less about this fever than 1 would about a 
severe cold, and lean cure it quickiy. i attended 
four persons myself and brought them through. 
l never yave any mcaulicine al ai! except OTUDee ~ ie af 
and elderberry Mowers and teato break the fever. 
In three or tour days they were out of danger but 
had to be well watched tor te. or twelve days 
afterward. Since this fever broke out I have visit- 
ed over fifty persons sick wilh tue fever, and never 
had the least fear of it. in fact. it troubles 
me no more than if it had not existed. We 
have had a len cold days aud niente 
nere the past week, which decreased 
the list ol sick and of ew cases cousideravly. | 
think the fever may ! about to the last of 
month, and then 1 wil! have to get up ana vet, 

i would wishto tell you that | have seen six or 
seven vellow-fever years a great deal worse than 
Lhe present vear. Iu the year 1855 the fever was 
seven times worse than itt is now. when we had 
from 500 to 950 deaths per day for more than a 
week, and when trom fifty to one hundred dead 
bodies remamed unburied at the graveyards fur 
days, until the authorities talked about burning 
them. the smell was so terribie.

A private letter received bere by wav of New 
Orleans from the City of Mexico, dated Sept. 9, 
fully confirms these official advices, The writer 
states that astrong revolutionary movement 
may be expected at any time during the coming 
winter. ile writer assigns no reasons for the 
movement, and eyideutly has a friendly dispost- 
tion to the Diaz Government. 

RELATIONS WITH THE UNITED STATES. 

Ciry or Mexico, Sept. 18.—Congress opened 
on the 16th. President Diaz sent ia a message 
witch reviews the American question. He 
claims that the Mexican Government has per- 
forined its duties toward the United States in 
good faith, and furtuer, that Mexico desires to 
cultivate peace with all nations, especially with 
the United States. It is determined at the 
same time to maintain its independence and 
honor. Tae President also says the Senate had 
authorized the Executive wo treat with the 
American Government for mutual military co- 
operation on the Rio Grande. but asks as a com- 
dition to such co-operation that the order given 
en.

FOREIGN GRAIN TRADE. 
WEEKLY REVIEW. 

Lonpon, Sept. 24.—The Mark Lane Erpress 
says the cool weather during the past week 
with intermittent showers, which told unfayora- 
bly upon the condit.on of the new wheat, but 
not toa serious extent, has impeded tbe in- 
gathering of the cereal crops in the later dis- 
tricts. Tue harvest is now practically ended 
except in Scotland and certain northern leeali- 
ties. Wheat has yielded fairly’ well as far as 
can be seen, but dry weatber is now desirable 
for threshing. 

Barley varies unusuatiy. The bulk of the 
grain has been secured in Scotland, but some 
quantity is outiving, and it is considered that, 
although somewhat deficicnt in straw, the crops 
are generaily better than last year. The 
markets are now begining to be well sup- 
plied with new wheat, but the damp 
and sprouted state of the offerings 
has had a depressing effect on the trade. The 
pressing need of farmers is doubtiess the cause 
of so much inferior grain being thrown upon 
the markets, but with the present low values it 
is probable that all who can affurd to will with- 
hold thetr produce until # is in a sufliciently 
salable condition. 

Arrivals of tloating cargoes at ports of call 
have been moderate, and several of wheat aud 
matze have been purchased for the Continent. 

There has been very little demand lor wucat. 
owing chieily to the continued large shipments 
trom America, coupled with the liberal supplies 
of home-grown at all our own marzets.

tion in New Orleans with those occurring at 
four other periods, between the years 1847 
and 1867, shows that the fatalities recorded 
during the prevalence of the plague the 
present year do not come up to either of the 
former seasons, those of the two above- 
named years coming the nearest in the num- 
ber of deaths, the record being 8,107 for 
1867, and 2,804 in 1847, as compared with 
2,572 victims of the scourge thus far record- 
ed this year. The greatest mortality caused 
by fever in New Orleans was during the 
summer of 1853, when 7,549 persons fell 
victims to the disease. 


The death of Dr. Kar, the inventor of 
the fever-cot and originator of the bydro 
ic treatment in fever cases, is announced 
this morning. The theory upon which this 
heroic man staked and lost his life has 
heretofore been conceded. correct in so 
far as it has been tested, and many 
persons stricken with the scourge have, 
through its application, been rescued from 
jaws of death.

Wrruurams for murderers, assassins, 
rioters, and the criminal classes has become 
a matter of general comment throughout the 
State of Indiana, and has excited disgust and 
resentment to such a degree that the Demo- 
cratic State Central Committee have felt 
impelled to remonstrate against what they 
fear may seriously injure the prospects of 
the Democracy in the ensuing election. They 
waited upon the Governor a day or two since 
with the ultimatum that if he persists in 
pardoning any more murderers he must re- 
sign. To such an appeal coupled with a 
threat it is to be presumed the criminals’ 
friend will not dare to refuse compliance.

Wrxtams will probably permit 
the banging of a murderer or ir just to 
quiet popular indignation untib after the 
election. 


The late report of the County Treasurer, 
showing a total of $108,000 remaining in 
the Treasury at the close of the fiscal year, 
has been made the basis of apretense by the 
Ring members of the County Board that 
they are therein completely vindicated from 
the charge of extravagance. The fact, how- 
ever, as shown by a comparison of the ap- 
propriations and expenditures for the year, 
is that the Board has plunged the county 
deeper and deeper mto debt, and that the 
condition of the finances is worse than 
it was a year ago.

EB AND THE DEMOCRATIC PARTY. 
Several newspapers in different parts of 
the country of Democratic or Independent ” 
proclivities in politics—two terms which 
are generally synonymous—affect to discern 
in thé BurteR movement in Massachusetts 
and the result of the Maine election signs 
of disintegration in both the Democratic and 
Republican parties. The wish is father to 
the thought in this case; the disposition on 
the part of the Democratic party to retire 
in favor of the Nationals is so clear that it 
cannot be denied, and these people would 
console themselves with the reflection that 
there is a similar disposition in the Re- 
publican party. But all the signs of the 
times are opposed to thistheory. The Dem- 
ocratic party has practically ceased to exist 
in Maine, where the Fiatists and Communists 
elected two members of Congress; but the 
Republican party still retains a majority of 
the Congressional delegation, will con- 
trol the executive branch of the 
State Government, and is in i 
condition to combat the transient 
lunacy on the questions of capital and cur- 
rency. In Massachusetts the Democratic 
Convention abandoned its party organization 
by nominating Ben Burier, the candidate of 
the Nationals, who bad a few days before re- 
fused to admit his membership in the Demo- 
cratic party. The Republican Convention of 
the next day nominated a regular ticket, 
adopted a platform of the true ring, and de- 
clared its confidence im the ability of the 
Republican party to maintain the honor of 
the State and whip out the combination of 
Democrats, Fiatists, and Communists under 
the leadership of Burizr. This does not 
look as though the Republican party were 
undergoing aby process of disintegration. 
It is not to be denied, of course, that there 
are individual Republicans everywhere who 
are ready to abandon their party and act 
with the Nationals; there may be a great 
many such Republicans in certain sections, 
but not enough to control the action of the 
party organization, which remains compact 
and confident as a refuge for Democrats who 
are disgusted with their partys sarrender to 
Butlerism, and who will act with the Repub. 
lican party on the new issues, though for- 
merly at variance with it on issues that are 
now dead.

failed. .To-day’s Convention, whatever ac- 


tion it may take, cannot be regarded as the 


representative of the Democratic party in 
Massachusetts. The party Convention was 
held at Worcester and made its nominations, 
The act of Borten's minions in breaking 
open the doors of the Worcester hail before 
the hour for the assembling of the Conven- 
tion was a scandalous and outrageous pro- 
ceeding, but it did not affect the future ac- 
tion of the Convention taken by delegates 
from seven-eighths of the cities and towns, 
and numbering three-fourths of the full Con- 
vention. The fraction of delegates who refused 
to remain were the seceders, and their seces- 
sion could not vitiate the authority of the 
Convention which chose to proceed wRhout 
their presence. The delegates who remained 
composed a large majority of the whole Con- 
vention; they had been regularly elected at 
primaries; they were selected with full 
knowledge on the part of the voters that 
Burier was to be a candidate for the Guber- 
natorial nomination; they nominated Bor. 
Ler, and thereby represented the majority of 
the Massachusetts Democrats to be in favor 
of an amalgamation with the Nationals, as in- 
deed a majority of the Democrats in many 
other States seem to be. A number of Dem- 
ocrats may hold a mass-meeting to-day in 
Boston, and we have no doubt that the anti- 
Butlerites will be more intelligent and repu- 
table men than their former "associates 
who met at Worcester; but their nomi- 
nations, if they make any, wiil no more 
be the regular nominations of the 
Democratic party than if a similar 
number of other disgruntled Democrats 
should get together at Cambridge to-morrow 
and put still other candidates in the field. 
The only formal action of the Democratic 
party of Massachusetts“was taken by the 
Worcester Convention. Individual Demo- 
crats may refuse to be bound by that action, 
but, if they are sincere in their opposition to 
Butter and the vicious doctrines he repre- 
sents, they will vote with the Republican 
party as the only sure means of defeating 
him, and not follow a ‘‘rump convention,” 
which will only increase Burien’s chances 
by diverting votes that would otherwise be 
cast squarely against him. 
While the growth of Butlerism seems des- 
tined to give new life and new strength to 
the Republican party by mapping out a new 
sphere of usefulness, there is a peculiar sig- 
nificance in the fact that this same influ- 
ence is engaged in the destruction of the 
Demoeratic party. This is an affair in 
which Burier is an adept. 
been a hard load for any party to 
carry. Probably there is no one man who 
has brought out more denunciation of the 
tepublican party. In spite of the party ad- 
vantages that may sometimes be gained 
through his shrewd tactics, his membership 
of any political organization must att as a 
strong repellent force. Bat in his connec- 
tion with the Democratic party he was 
always active in the work of destrnetion. 
It was he who voted fifty-seven times for 
Jury Davis in the Charleston Convention of 
1860, and it was mainly his uncomprdmising 
altitude on that occasion that necessitated 
an adjournment, which was the first step in 
the disruption of the Democratic party. He 
followed up at Baltimore the work of smash- 
ing the party. He headed the proc ssion 
that marched out of the Convention which! 
nominated the patriot Dovetas, and became 
the ruling spirit of the Secession Convention 
which nominated the traitor Breckryninas, 
who was destined afterwards to attain 
distinction only as a man without 
a country,” Democrats who remained 
loyal to the Union end their party must de- 
spise this man for his double treason, ana 
Democrats who were afterwards compelled 
to share the folly and disaster of the Rebell- 
ion must hate him as one of the chief factors 
of their misfortunes. Cates CusHING was 
Bur.er’s companion in the Baltimore Con- 
ventions. It is fitting that these two men 
should once more be associated in a bold ana 
unscrupulous effort to destroy the same party 
which they killed off for twenty yes. They 
propose to break it down now as they did then 
by their personal association. As it seems 
natural for a bad man to hate a person whom 
he has wronged, so we presume Bur.er enter- 
tains a special grudge avainst the Democratic 
party for the injury he has done it. He cer- 
tainly could not devise a surer means of its 
destruction than by again making it subject 
to his dictation. 


THE AFGHANISTAN FLURRY. 

It is evidently time to get out the maps of 
Asia, more especially those of Afghanistan 
and India, which promise to be the theatre 
of the next war. The plump refusal of the 
Ameer of Cabul to receive or listen to the 
English Embassy has raised the ire of the 
British Lion to that extent that the noble 
animal is lashing his flanks with tempestuous 
fury as he regards the Ameer, and roaring 
with equal fury as he scowls at the Bear be- 
hind the Ameer, complacently sucking his 
paws, 

The record of Afghanistan’s acquaintance 
with England is one of disaster to the latter. 
In 1809, in consequence of Napo.izon’s in- 
trigues in Persia, Gen. Etpatnstone was 
sent as an Envoy to the Shah Suvsa, then in 
power. Thirty years later, fearing the ad- 
vances of Russia, the English sought to re- 
store the ShahSuvusa, then a refugee in India, 
to power. The Afghan Government op- 
posed it, and Expuinstone marched an 
army into Cabul, aud installed Shah 
Sava by force, and left 8,000.men, besides 
the Shah’s own forces, to defend him. lb 
1841 a revolt broke out, accompanied by a 
fearful massacre. For a year disaster fol- 
lowed disaster. The principal officers of the 
army were murdered, and, in 1812, when the 
British made a convention to evacuate the 
country, it was only a little handful of what 
had been a powerful army that marched 
back into India, and the ill-fated garrison 
had no sooner gone than Shah Sausa was 
assassinated. To avenge these disasters an 
army was fitted out in India which de- 
stroyed the citadel of Cabul, recovered some of 
the English prisoners, and, in DecemMer,1842, 
evacuated Afghanistan. Since that time th. 
Engiish have not been in there, but th 
Russians have, and their Euvoy is now in 
Cabul, and their army under Gen. Kavrman 
on its borders. Hence the futile attempt of 
the English mission to warn the Ameer 
against any Russian alliance. 

Tue destruction of Expnrnstonr’s army in 
1840 produced such a fright in Eugland that 
the public sentiment has not been favorable 
to auy more invasions of that country. The 
Russians, however, are now within 300 miles 
of India, with a force of some 50,000 men, 
and the Ameer has spurned every offer of 
Eaglish friendship and all their promises to 
gusrantee his independence. He has in fact 
trusted to the Russians for protection, and 
we may naturally expect that, under such 
circumstances, public seutiment will change 
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in England, and that they will rely upon bet- 
ter officers, better armies, and stronger and 
better troops to escape the fate that overtook 
Ecrurysrone. A dispatch in our last issue 
intimates that the English Government has 
ordered the massing of an army of 12,000 
men on the frontier near Pesha- 
wur. It is corroborative of this 
that the London Times of Sept. 10 says: 
“The Cabinet has not only acquainted 
Ameer Suzre Aut with its intention to 
dispatch an Embassy to Cabul, but is pre- 
paring to back up that Embassy, if the cur- 
rent rumor may bo believed, by an army 
which, at the commencement of the cold 
season,—that is, in six weeks’ time, - would 
reach Hassan Abdul, between Rawul Pindee 
and Attock,”—these localities being in the im- 
mediate vicinity of Peshawur, in the ex- 
treme northwestera corner of India, and at 
the English end of the Khyber Pass, the 
gateway into Afghanistan from that di- 
rection, and only 180 miles distant from 
Cabul. It is & significant fact that the 
Russian force is about the same distance 
away from Cabal in the opposite direction, 
The English force is stated, by the Times 
to consist of three infantry divisions 
and as many brigades of cavalry, or 
about 15,000 men. In discussing the strat- 
egy of the situation, the /'imes takes the 
ground that a strong combined division can 
overthrow any force that can be brought 
against it, and that, as the great difficulty 
will be the guarding of communications and 
the supply of provisions, which must be 
brought up by convoys, each invading col- 
umu should consist of but two compact 
brigades of thoroughly-disciplined troops, 
armed with breech-loaders and supported by 
the propor proportion of cavalry and artil- 
lery. It concludes that to enter Afghanistan 
will require three columns of about 14,000 
men each, and about 18,000 reserves on the 
frontier, or a total ef 60,000 men. 

From such details as these it will be seen 
that the English evidently contemplate a 
war with Afghanistan as a near event. It 
will be marvelous if that war is confined 
within the narrow limits of Cabul. It will 
be strange if ‘the Ameer has deliberately 
defied England, in the face of an armed force 
on her borders, upon his own motion and 
without the promise of protection from 
Russia. It will be equally strange if there 
are not this winter flerce mutters in London 
and St. Petersburg, suggestive interroga- 
tories between the Premiers as to the mean- 
ing of this and that, and a general clearing 
up of the stage preparatory to the first scene 
in the great drama of Asiatic supremacy. 


HARD TIMES IN ENGLAND. 

A good deal of anxiety is felt in England 
about the condition of the cotton-mann/éact- 
uring industry. Matters have been going 
on from bad to worse in the North of Eu- 
gland. In the London money market notes 
made by firms in Lancashire are taken with 
great caution, as there is a suspicion that 
there is a. good deal of unsound paper afloat. 
The London Ines deciares that there is 
not a single encouraging feature in the cotton 
trade of North Lancashire. Indeed, the con- 
dition of the markets is worse than ever, and 
the outlook is mest gloomy. Goods are not 
only being piled up in the Manchester ware- 
houses, but they are fast accumulating in 
the mill store-rooms. Small manufacturers 
with limited means are obliged to sell at al- 
and before the crisis 1s 
passed there is no doubt many of these firms 
will succumb.” The manufacturers are dis- 
cussing the. adoption of shorter time and a 
reduction . of wages, bat the  oper- 
alives are snileniy. determined to re- 
dist any such measures. There are 
many Englishmen who now gloomily antici- 
pate the collapse of che cotton-manufactur- 
ing industry of Great Britain. English ma. 
chinists in the heart ef the cotton manufact- 
ure, who onght to Be filling the sheds and 
spinning-roomg of the English manufactur- 
ers, are shipping cases of machinery for the 
establishment of Continental cotton-mills. 
Italy is attempting te domesticate the cotton 
manufacture, and the competition of Euro- 
pean countries and the United States is 
pressing Lancashire hard. The trade returns 
for August are disappointing, as they fail to 
indicate that the much-wished-for revival of 
trade has setin. ‘There is a decrease in both 
imports and exports, and that in exports 
is caused by a fall in values. The ex- 
ports of cotton goods have fallen 4} 
per cent in quantity, But 7 per cent 
in value. Iron and steel exports are 14 per 
cent less in volume, but 5 per cent less in 
dollars and cents, The same state of things 
is visible in the other export items. The 
British export trade is acknowledged in En- 
gland to bo still a profities, if not a losing, 
business.” Prices are falling, and losses are 
heavy. This depression of the export trade 
leads to tmancia! anxieties on account of the 
large amount of exchange on Eagland it 
has thrown into foreign hands. The 
export from England to this coun- 
try of our Government, railroad, and 
other securities is not viewed there witb our 
We are paying our debts, 
while the English look upon the loss of the 
interest as a direct end permanent impover- 
ishment of a very serious kind. Added to 
these troubles is the great increase in the ex- 
penditures of the Government,—the price 
paid for the glory of having Beaconsrre.Lp 
for Premier. As far ag can be jadged from 
the reports of British newspapers, even 
those friendly to the present Ministry, the 
industrial condition of England to-day is 
less favorable than that of any other first- 
class European country except Germany.

THE LAW AGAINST TICKET-SCALPERS. 

It was cvidently a surprise to the large 
fraternity known as ‘‘ scalpers” in railroad 
tickets to und that Judge McALLIsTER sus- 
tains the constitationality of the act aflixing 
a penalty to the sale of railroad and steam- 
boat tickets by any other than B&ithorized 
The case before 
Judge McA.usren was a motion to quash 
certain indictinonts found under the statate, 
on the ground that the act was an unwar- 
rantable restriction of personal rights, and, 
therefoye, unconstitutional. It is probable 
that a decision on this question a year or two 
ago, previous to the decision of the United 
States Supreme Court in what are known as 
ihe Grunger cases,” would have sustained 
this objection and set aside the indictment. 
But the Supreme Court decision unmistaka- 
bly confirmed the right of the State to regu- 
late railroads, warehouses, and other transpor- 
tation and storage companies as quasi public 
corporations. The Circuit Court, bound to 
acquiesce in this decision, is not able to deny 
that a power which applies to the business 
itself must apply to the incidents of that 
business. If the State can exercise a. police 
supervision over railread companies to the 
extent of regulating the rates they charge 
for their tickets, then it may certamly exer- 
cise the same supervision over the manner of 
selling those tickets. This is a power of 
police nature which it is the fanction of the 
Legisiature, and not of the courts, to deter- 


agonts of the companies. 


mine. The Oourt did not express any opin- 
ion as to the merits of the act in question, 
but merely affirmed the fight of the Legisla- 
ture to pass such en act, This decision 
seems to be a n corollary of the 
United States Supreme Court's position, 
which has been accepted as the law of the 
land, though few persons ever imagined that 
the decision in the Granger cases would be 
so far-reaching in its effecis. 

The law about the sale of tickets was 
passed by the Illinois Legislature at the ses- 
sion of 1875, and provides: (1) The railroad 
companies must supply their agents with 
certificates of authority to sell tickets; (2) 
it is unlawful for any person without such 
certificate to sell tickets; (3) the penalty 
for violating this provision is a fine not ex- 
ceeding $500, or imprisoniflent not exceed - 
ing one year, or beth, at the discretion of 
the Court; (4) the authorized agent must 
exhibit his certificate when asked to do so; 
(5) the railroad companies must provide for 
the redemption, through their agents, of 
tickets or parts thereof not actually used; 
and (6) a fine of $500, and the prohibition of 
the right to gell tickets, is made the penalty 
in ease of a company’s refusal to redeem its 
tickets. There are some indictments pending 
against sealpers which will probably be pros- 
ecuted now, but thé last two sections may 
also make considerable trouble for the rail- 
roads before they get through with the law. 

There is one clause in the recent decision, 
however, which will tend to make the stac- 
ute practically inoperative. It is well known 
that the bulk of the scalper’s traffic is in 
parts of tickets sold outside the State. 
Thus a person leaving New York for Chi- 
cago may buy a ticket for St. Louis by way 
of Chicago at nearly the same rate he would 
pay for the Chicago ticket ; arriving here, he 
sells the St. Louis coupon to a scalper, who 
subsequently re-sells it to some one else 
going to St. Louis. 
makes a profit, and the two travelers save 
something. Such a transaction probably 
cannot Le reached under the State statute, 
for Judge McAuuister says: There may 
arise cases Where the contract for carriage 
was made in another State, which constitu- 
tional principles would prevent falling with- 
in the range of this act, but that is no 
ground for holding the act void as to al 
cases.” ‘The transaction we have destribed, 
and we think the bulk of the scalping busi- 
ness, comes undar the head of inter-State 
traflic, and it is not within the jurisdiction 
of any State to regulate that; it is confided 
to Congress by the Constitution. Hence the 
important exception hinted at in the quota- 
tion we have made from Judge McALuisTex’s 
decision. 


GOUDY’'S FRAUDS. 

In the speech of Senator Goupy at Farwell 
Hall he quoted largely from JRrrrnsox aud 
Cano to sustain the power and the sound 
policy of issuing “Treasury notes.” In no 
instance was Mr. Govupy fair enough to ex- 
plain that these men spoke and wrote con- 
cerning Treasury notes that bore interest, 
were payable at a specified date, and were 
not legal-tender. To illustrate the fraudu- 
lent character of these quotations and ‘their 
use by Goupy, we copy one of them from 
his speech : 

In 1837, when the Sub-Treasury scheme was un- 
der discussion, Jonx C. CALHOUN, Who was the 
father of the extreme State-Riguts school, and who 
was in favor of a strict construction of the Consti- 
tution, and ina time of profound peace, urved the 
propriety of issuing Treasury notes to be used as 
currency, and im reply to some objections urged 

caineta Government circulation said (Oct. 3, 
18370: 

We are told the form I suggested is but a repetition 
of the old Continental Money, a givost that is ever con- 
jured up by ail who wish to give the banks an cxclusive 
monopoly of GOverament credit. The assertion is not 
true: there isnot tae least ana between them. 
‘The one was a promise to pay when there was no reye- 
nue, and the other a promise toreceive in the dues of 
Government when thére ig an abundant revenue. We 
gre aise told that there is no instance of a Government 
paper that did not deprectate. In reply, | affirm chat 
there isnone, assuming che form | propose, that ever 
did depreciate. Whenever a paper receivable in the 
dues of Government ad anything kes falt triai, it 
nas succeeded.—Congreasional Glove, went Ann 
Congress, 121. 

The inference which the reader would 
naturally draw from reading these quota- 
tions is that the speaker was arguing the ex- 
istence of the power and the good policy of 
issuing Treasury notes of the character with 
which the people of this day are alone famil“ 
iar. The Treasury notes of 1837, and the 
Treasury notes issued down as late as 1861 
were something very different from the 
Treasury notes beginning 1862, and in 
general use since then. But the intentional 
fraud committed by Mr. Goupy is apparent 
in suppressing this fact of difference, and in 
suppressing the following very decided anti- 
Greenback explanation, made by CaLHoun 
in the same speech, of the form of the 
Treasury notes which he approved. He 
said : 


A paper issned by Government, with the simple 
promise to receive it in all dues, fearing its credit- 
ors to take . or god and ver, at their option, 
would be the extent to which it would circulate, 
form a perfect paper circalation, which could not 
be abused by the Government; that would be as 
steady and uaiform in value as the metals them 
selves, 


The Treasury notes of 1837, instead of 
being a general legal-tender, were not even 
a legal-tender in payment of national debts. 
This was the kind of national paper issued 
by the Government from the earliest day. 
For many years preceding the late War 
there were Treasury notes in circulation. 
They were generally convertible into bonds, 
or, as they were called, stocks,“ at that 
time, or they bore interest. They were paid 
out to public creditors, but not forced, the 
policy of the Government at that time with 
revard to Treasury notes being expressed im 
the celebrated Sub-Treasury act. The 
nineteenth section of that act was ih 
force as the law of the land up 
to the date of the Legal-Tender acts 
in 1862. That section provided: That 
on the Ist day of April, 1847, and thereafter, 
every officer or agent engaged in making dis- 
bursements on account of the United States 
or of the General Post-Office shall make al! 
payments in gold and silver coin, or in T’reaa- 
ury notes, if the ereditor ayree to receive said 
notes in payment.” That was the character 
of the ‘Treasury notes issued by the United 
States, from time to time, from the earliest 
days of the Government prior to 1862. One. 
of the first acts of Mr. Lixycoty’s Adminis- 
tration was to issue $50,000,000 Treasury 
notes of that kind, which cireulated at par 
with gold. Making them a legal-tender was 
a subsequent policy, necessitated by the 
War, and intended to be temporary. ‘There 
is no possible legal or other objection to the 
issue of such Treasury notes at this time, and 
their use as currency, provided they be made 
receivable for all public dues, and be re- 
dvemable in legal-tender notes er coin. The 
attempt by Mr. Goupy to deceive the pub- 
lic by the suppression of the truth concern- 
ing this subject of Treasury notes was a 
fraud hardly respectable on the part of a 
statesman aspiring to be a Senator of the 
United States.

STEWART L. WOODFORD AT CLEVELAND. 
Specitai Dispatch to The Tribune. 
CLEVELAND, O., Sept. 24.—By far the best 


speech Of the cainpaigu thus far was delivered 
this evening by Gen. Stewart L. Woodford, of 
New York.

THE PENNSYLVANIA.

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 24.—The August state- 


ment of the Pennsylvania Raitroad is very fa- 
vorable, even though compared with August of 
last year, in which so much freight was sent 
forward that had been delayed in transits in the 
riots. Business for all Nnes east of Pittsburg 
and Erie for August, 1878, as compared with 
August, 1877, shows: Increase iv gross earn- 
ings, $159,486; decrease in expenses, $123,148; 
increase in net earnings, $312,634. Fight 
months of 1878, compared with the same period 
in 1577, show: Increase in gross earnings, $961,- 
#23; decrease in expenses, $539,390; increase in 
net earnings, $1,500,813. . All lines west of 
Pittsburg and Erie for the eight months of 1878 
show a deficiency in meeting all liabilities of 
5.512.680. being a gam over the same period in 
re of $319,208. The increase in net earnings is 
more than 50 per cent greater than the average 
for the first seven months, and the increase in 
gross earnings for the last two months is more 
than four-lifths of the total for the year. The 
increase in net earnings for July and August is 


more than half of the increase to date. The 
W estern lines are also doing much better. The 
dehuency tor the first seven months was more 


than $700,000, but the receipts for August have 
not ouly made a gain over last vear of $840,000, 
but bave reduced the deficit $167,000, at which 
rate the deficiency would be entirely made up 
before the end of the year, and the Western 
Hines be made to show a profit for the first time 
since tre panic of 1873.

FINANCIAL. 


A good symptom of the 1 money marketis the 
‘Tee selling of Government bonds by holders. 
One of the largest dealers reports that the 
return sales ure larger than the new in- 
vestments in goveruoments. The sales are 
traceabie to the betier opportunities for the 
nee of money. Business men who put their 
surplue into Government bonds during the sum- 
mer for wantof something better to do with it 
are now selling and placing the money in goods. 
Investors who bought the bonds because they had 


no confidence in anything else are taking heart 


and going into more remunerative securities, which 
will improve with the improvement of business. 
The banks have not yet felt any stimalus to speak 
of from the condition of affairs alluded to, but 
tnis is probably because business men will use 
their own capital before borrowing. The banks 
just at present find things rather dull. Clearing 
are down, the supply of negotiable paper is only 
moderate, and the country orders for currency are 
diminishing. Rates of discount are 60510 per cent 
to regular customers, and special rates are made to 
first-class outside borrowers. New York exchange 
was sold between banks at 50@25c per $1, 000 dis- 
count, but grew firmer toward the close, and could 
not be had better than par. 
~The clearings were $2. 700,000. 

MINING STOCKS. 

The most imteresting feature of the recent min- 
ing stock market has been the rise in the Bonanza 
stocks. California, which wae selling May 16 at 
6%, was quoted yesterday at 15. and Consolidated 
Virginia bas risen in the same time from 
7% to17. There have been rumors of new ore 
discoveries, and tbe favorable decision in 
the suit against the mines may have had 
ite influence. But an inside view of the 
market ie given by the San Fraucisco Chronicle. 
In deecribing the market for the 18th inst. the 
Chronicle says that an army of brokers was em- 
ployed by T. C. Flood & Co. to engineer a deal in 
bonaugastochs The operations were so much of 
the farceorder that the lobov fairly shook with 
lauvhter. Sales were recorded of 13,000 shares 
of Consolidated Virginia, bul it was computed that 
ros orders from Nevada block involved the 
purcaase and sale of at least 12, 000 shares. The 
labors of tine miestonartes in circulating stories 
of 4 new reeamption of dividends were in vain. 

Ine dark side of the mining-stock business is the 
assessments levied on stockhoiders. The assess- 
ments to be paid this month are $1,306,800, con- 
siderably more than the yield of the productive 
mines. The amount of assessments forthe year 
ud to Sept. 30 will de $10,000,000, and for the 
entire year not less than $13,000,000. This is 
more than fer any previous year. Since 187°, ard 
including 1878, the amount stockhoiders have 
been called on to contribute to the ‘* develop- 
ment of the mines has been $62,000,000. This 
makes a large offset to the dividends paid by non- 
assessing mines. 

SILVER IN JAPAN. 
The London Fronomist of Sept. 7 describes 


“the attempts of the Japanese Government to dis- 


place the Mexican dollar by the Japanese trade 
dollar: 

Tae Japanese Government is now engaged in a 
fresh attempt to get rid of the inconveniences at- 
tending the use of the Mexican collar as the mone- 
tary oasis of tneir foreign trade. They have de- 
creed that the Japanese trade dollar, wnich has 
hitherto been current only at the open ports, shail 
henceforta be made universally current, and may, 
therefore, be used in making and receiying pay- 
ment of taxes, and in all other public and private 
transactions. In order to facilitate the coinage of 
the trade-dollar, it is announced that the minimum 

eight of siiver receivable at the Mint soah be re- 

uced from 1.000 to 500 ounces: that tae Mint- 
charges for coining sbail be cut down tog per cent; 
und tuat the limit of time for delivering coin in ex- 
change for buliion be reduced from twenty to ten 
Gays. It is hoped that these alterations will lead 
to the trade-doliar being sssued in quantities sufti- 
cent to crive toe Mexican dollar out of circula- 
tion. There is, however. very little chance of 
this. The Mexican dvilar contains 416 grains of 
silver, 9-10 fine. while tae trade-dollar contains 

420 grains, Of equal fineness. and there are not 
lik@iy to be many willing to give the greater weight 
of stiver, and further bear the expenee of its coin- 
age. to obtam a com which wii! simply circulate 
on an equality with the Mexican dollar. The 
change, however, shows the want that is felt fora 
woud silver currency in the Kast—a want which 
the advocates of a British trade-doilar propose to 
supoly. 

A PITTSBURG VIEW OF TUE FUTURE. 
Pittsourg Commercial Gazette.

News comes by mail that the Provincial Govern- 
ment of Buenos Ayres is in hare straits for money, 
the deficit being some two million suver dollars. 
and is proposing a popular loan of eighty million 
paper dollars (about 83. 000,000) at 9 per cent per 
annum, paid quarteFly and redeemable within ten 
years. The Paraguayan Congress has authorized a 
bank of issue witha circulation of 6500, 000 now. 
increasabie laver to $1, 000. 000. 

TKADE OF NEW YORK. 

The total imports of New York since January to 
Sept. 21 have been $210. 868, 871, avainst $244, - 
2.6.07 for the same period last year, and $215, - 
182,540 in 1876. The total exports of products 
from New York since January have been $246, - 
836,294, against $195, 344, 103 for the same period 
last year, and $186, 965, 585 in 1876. 

BRITISH SAVINGS BANKS. 

Deposits in the British savings banks have de- 
ercased in the last year or two, though showing a 
larger development since 1867. In 1877 7, the pay- 
ments to depositors exceeded the deposits by 
$1. 500,000. In 1867. thet trustee savings banks held 
$182, 500. 000, and the Post-Oftice savings banks 
$48, 750, 000 of deposits. At the end of 1877, the 
deposits in the trustee favings banks were $221, - 
250,000, ane in the Post-Office savings banks 
214-3, 750,000, an increase for both classes of no 
Jess than $64, 807.

MARINE NEWS. 


NAUTICAL ACCIDENTS. 

Mr. Maxwell, one of the owners of the wrecked 
schr Gen. U. S. Grant, was in the city vesterday, 
and gave some additional information concerning 
the disaster. The vessel was in command of Capt. 
Gunder Torkelson, and not Capt. George Brown, 
as erroneously stated yesterday. She left Pent- 
water with a cargo of rafted cordwood a week ago 
yesterday for this port, and sprunga leak Thurs- 
day noon and was put back. The wind blew a gale 
Friday from the southwest and a heavy sea ran, 
bat the schooner hung on of Pentwater 
that day and until 2 o'clock Saturday, 
when she became bodily waterlogged, and her 
Captain and crew found that she must become a 
wreck. The mate, Christian Hernsen, of this 
port. was drowned by the cavsizing of the yawl 
while attempting to take a line ashore, and a sailor 
named Frederick Lamson was lost by being swept 
off a floating hatch. The Captain was taken from 
the wreck by a boat manned by a volunteer crew, 
and two sailors reached shore in safety on the 
cabin, which became detached from the ves- 
sel. Messrs. Sands and Maxwell and Capt. 
Torkeleen were the owners of the lost vessel, and 
bought her last May from McWonald Bros., of 
Chicago, for 81. 200. She is a total wreck, aud 
there is no insurance on her. The cargo of wood 
has been washed ashore and most of it recovered, 

The canalooat Board of Trade had her stern 
stove in nicht before last, in the east draw of Polk 
street bridge, by the tug Coustitation. The Cap- 
tain of the latter was unable to see the former in 
time to avoid the accident, owingto the smoky 
state of the atmosphere, and for the reason 
that the cavalboat had no lights visivle. The 
damaged vessel was ioaded with lumber, which 
kept her afloat. The cargo was taken out yester- 
day. and the boat will be placed in Doolittie’s 
drydock for repairs. The damage will amount to 
$200, at least,. and it fatis severely on Capt. 
Bine, of the Constitution, who Will probably settle 
it in order to avoid expensive lit tation, although 
the occurrence was accidental, and, under the cir- 
camstances, unavoidable. Canalboats are ver- 
mitted to run on the river at night without dis- 

aying proper lights, and something should be 
one to cause them to do 80. 

The schr Pensankee had her rail and several 
stanchsons broken by the prop Colin Campbell ina 
collision in the river hight before last. The Littie 
Helle had her bow damaged, and the Milwaukee 
Belle lost a bobstay. : 

Tbe schr Two Brothers arrived yesterday minus 
her foreboom. 

The east beacon on the pier at the mouth of the 
river at Cleveland was damaged lately by the jio- 


boom of the sehr David Wagstaff, and it will re- 
quire $100 to repair it. 


At Cleveland Sunday night, the tag Gem caught 
fire whiie at the Globe Dry-Dock, and was dam- 
aged to the extent of about $200.

Along in the 
early part of 1876, Major, who had some little 
money, met Mueller, who pro d to sell him hus 
half-interest in the saioon No. 69 South Water 
street, or to borrow from him the sum of $1, 300 
and to give him a chattel mortgage on 
his interest in the saloon as security. Major 
went down to the place with Mueller and examined 
it. He saw a large number of boxes, which he was 
told were filled with champagne and other wines, 
of casks, which he was informed contamed liquors: 
and of cigar-voxer, which he was given to uncer- 
stand contained cigara. Two other men had also 
an interest in the business,—John Van Keuren and 
Eugene Dugas. Major was satisfied with the looks 
of things, and handed over to Mueller $1,000, and 
also his note for $300. As additional security, he 
took nutes for $800, made by a man by the name 
of Schoof, secured by property near Norwood Park, 
which was represented to be worth a large amount, 
much more than the 8800. but which turned out to 
be almost worthless. Having concluded these ar- 
rangements, Major went into the business with 
Messrs. Van Keuren and Dugas. Very soon he 
began investigating, and found that the barrels and 
casks contained water, the boxes were filled with 
sawdust and stones, and Dugas had re- 
moved what cigars there were. Thereupon 
he began suit along in March of 1876 against his 
associates, and suceteded finally in recovering judg- 
ment against Muelier for the amount out of which 
he had been defrauded. That individual, howev- 
er, left the city, and could net be found, Under- 
standing the otaer day that he had returned here, 
Major got out his writ and bad him arrested, as 
stated above. 

STABBING CASE. 

An afffay which neariy resulted in the deaths of 
twoof the participants occurred shortly after 5 
O clock yesterday morning at the corner of Archer 
avenue and Lock street. Three young men named 
Nicholas Hofmann, Adolph Kiusmann, and Frank 
Kisener, all boardtug at No. 654 Thirty-first street, 
while upon their way home froma German dance 
at Brockinger’s Hall, corner of Archer avenue and 
Beers street, when near Lock street met three 
other young men with women in their compauy, 
and, as they passed each other, it is :aliewed 
that Kluhmann made some insulting remarks, and 
said that virtuous girls were not apt to be wpon the 
street at that hour of the night. The trio assaulted 
Kluhmann, and his companions came to his assist- 
ance. In the fight which ensued Kluhmann was 
knocked down anid badly beaten. and was stabbed 
inthe breast, the knife penetrating clear to the 
bone. Frank Eisener was cut across the back of 
the left hand. Hofmann took anactive part in the 
aflfray, and was cut clear across the face, a portion 
of the upper lip having been cut off, and got a stab 
in the breast which severed the cartilages connect- 
ing one of the ribs to the breast-bone. 

The wounded men were taken first to the Twen- 
ty-second Street Station where the wounds were 
dressed by Dr. Bidweil. Hofmann, who was by 
far the most seriously injured, was taken to his 
hboarding-house. He was reported quite low, but 
late last night a dispatch announced that he would 
not be able to appear in court for some ten days, 
from which it would appear that the injuries are 
certainly not considered fatal. The three assai 
ants ran off, but Sergt. Watson learned that 
their names were Loeulse Hirschman, Henry 
Connelly, and Henry Hoppe, and they were 
easily arrested at their homes. Hirschman 
promptly acknowledged that he had done tue cut- 
ting, and completely exonerated his companions. 
He even pleaded guilty before Justice Summerfeld 
yesterday afternoon, alleging that the ussault was 
only made to defend the person and property of tae 
young woman in whose company he was at the 
time. The trio were held without bail, and were 
remanded to jail to await the resuit of Hofmann's 
injuries.

THE MARCHISI-MITCHELL MATTER 
came up again in the Justice Courts yesterday 
morning, its first appearance beiug before Justice 
Scully at 9 o'clock, when the case against Mar- 
chisi, Mrs. Mitchell, Dr. Secord, and Mrs. Irwin 
was called.

In regard to Mrs. Mitcheli, Mr. Swett said that 
there was no evidence against her, and the prose- 
cution would therefore be dropped. The only 
property belonging to Matson & Co. foundin her 
possession was an Opcera-glass, which had been 
given to her by Marchisi, aad which she had no 
reason to believe was stolen.

Messrs. Swett and Eldridge then went together 
to Justice Morrison's office for the purpose of 
having the case against Dr. Secord and Mrs. Irwin, 
begun yesterday, transferred before Justice Scully. 
They soon returned with the necessary papers, 
and then the arguments on the question of bail 
began. 

Mr. Swett said thatthe additional suit against 
Secord and Irwin nad been commenced because 
Marchisi had coniessed to an old friend of bie 
father’s that he had been engaged in stealing for a 
long time, having been forced to ao so by 
Secprd and Irwin, of whom he had often 
secired a room for the purposes of assig- 
nation with Mrs. Mitchell. lie had been 
induced to make this confession through the mem 
ory of a little daughter whom he recently onried, 
and by the tearfu! protestation: bis wife, who 
had declared that whatever m be the result of 
the present trouble she would Turgive and stand by 
him. Mr. Swett went ou 4o say that Marchisi'’s 
life had been threatened in case be did not swear 
falsely on the trial of See and Irwin, and that 
in order to protect himswif<from the assaults of 
ruffians he (Swett) bad staffuned a guard around 
Marchisi's house. 

Eldridge and Tourtellotte thought this kind of 
talk amounted to nothing. 

Justice Scully then fixed the bail at $3,000 in 
each case. 

The cases against Mrs. Mitchell and Marchisi 
were then dismissed and the bonds released. 

The necessary bonds were furnished oy wit 
McDonald, wa0o swore to being worth over $10y, - 
00U in unincumoered real estate, aud to have uo 
debts exceeding 8300. 


NO COMPROMISE. 

During the afternoon a reporter called on the 
firm for the purpose of finding whether there was 
any truth em the rumor tnat the defendants had 
offered to compromise the matter by banding over 
the whole or a part of the stolen property whica 
had passed into their possession. He was assured 
that such a proposition had been indirectly made. 
but that it had been at once rejected. it was the 
intention of the firm to prosecute tne case until the 
defendants were landed in the petitentiary. It 
was not their desire to compromise, even if they 
could get back all that they had lost. They telt that 
the defendants were a part of a gang of dangerous 
characters, and taat it was necessary for the safety 
of society that such characters should be working 
in Joliet rather than in Chicago. 

The next inquiry made was in regard to state- 
ments of lawyers and some papers that the firm was 
hard up, that it was selling off its goods at auction 
for the purpose of paying pressing claims of é€red- 
tors. and that the arrest of Marchisi was made to 
induce astern creditors to believe that the firm 
nad lost heavily by reason of his thievery, and 
should, therefore, get better terms. The re- 
ply to this was that the firm nad not 
seen fit, whiie the case wus still incomplete, to an- 
ewer any questions concerning these allegations, 
but now, when it had all the testimony iu wished, 
and was in a position to send Dre. Secord and ir- 
win to the penitentiary, it could state, without any 
appearance of a desire to prejndice its case, that 
the arrangements for the sale were made three 
months avo—were made at a time when it was un- 
certain whether there would be any arrests, and 
when, indeed, it was not altogether sure that the 
evidence could be collected on which to secure a 
conviction; that while the amount taken by Mar- 
his bad, as appeared from a more thorough exam

M nee of the advertisement and the arrest of 
Marchisi and his accomplices had given occasion to 
a lawyer to make these incorrect assertions. The 
auctioneer by whom the goods are now being sold 
had come from Cleveland, and his services had 
been engaged in June. There had been no talk of 
any compromise with creditors, and there was no 
desire to compromise with them, | since the firm 
could pay all its depts at a moment's notice with- 
out in the least interfering with its business. 

The reporter then askea concerning another 
story, which had found its way into print, to the 
effect that there was dissension among the mem- 
bers of the firm, and that there were suspicions 
that some of the actions’ of one of them were 
viewed with disapproval by the others. 1 his, too, 
met with an unyualitied denial, which was not un- 
expected by the reporter, since he had previously 
investigated the ramor on which the whole fabric 
rested, and found that it related to Marchisi him- 
self, and not to any member of the firm, 

THE TESTIMONY. 

To indicate the character of the evidence which 
will be brought forward to convict the defendants, 
it may be stated that, after the person employed 
by the firm to work up the case had gone on a 
little ways with his investigations, he found that 
Drs. Irwin and Secord were in the habit of buying 
articles with jewelry. He put himself in connec- 
tion with them, and was abie to bu a watch which 
had been stolen from the firm. It had the firm's 
private mark, and had never been purchased from 
them. Subsequently another watch was missing. 
This Dr. Secord brought around to Matson & Co.'s 
to bave repaired, and, under an assumed name, 
left it with Marchisi. It passed into the hands 
of the repairer. and was seen and identified by per- 
sons in the firm’semploy. Now that Marchisi bas 
made his confession, and has stated that he took 
those watches and handed them to Dr. Secord, the 
chain of evidence becomes perfect.

COUNTY FINANCES. 
A BAD SHOWING. 

Yesterday astatement of the condition of the 
county's finances was presented, which was flatter- 
ing in the extreme, showing that at the end of the 
year there remained in the ‘Treasury $106, 000. 
The. statement pleased the Commissioners, and 
since then they have been usingit torefute the 
charge that they bave been proiligate and unmind- 
fulof the public interest. The old saying that 
gutes won't lie is true, no doubt, but it 
does not follow that they cannot be 
80 arranged as to convey a false impression. In 
the statement made the balance shown was on ac- 
count of other funds than the General Fund, but 
this is the only one under the direct control of the 
Commissioners; hence a detailed statement of the 
expenditures against this fund cannot fail to be in- 
teresting. In addition to what has been shown, 
the County Treasurer's books show that from 
Sept. 1, 1877, to Sept. 1. 1878, the expenditures, 
as compared wita the appropriations for county 
purposes, have been as foliows:

From these figures it will be seen that the appro- 
priations have been overdrawn to the extent of 
over $500,000. In reply io the showing. the Com- 
missioners will say that taney carried a great 
amount of county orders over from last year, out 
in reply to this the people will say that they had 
nv rigut to do anytoinvof the kind. When the 
present Board came into power the appro- 
priations for tue previous year hac 
been largely overdrawn, and the dept 
created was illegal. But the Board, trusting to 
the credulity of the people, proceeced to pay the 
iliegal debt of their predecessors, and this, coupled 
with their improvidence, explains the deficit. 
Really the county is, from the above showing, ina 
worse condition than’: it was a year ago, and the 
best the Board can do in making its appropriations 
is to again tax the peopie to pay the $500,000 de- 
ficiency. This overdrawing of appropriations is 
believed to be illegal and the orders void, and the 
Board may some time learn as much.

LOCAL POLITICS 
SECOND DISTRICT. 

The Republican Congressional Committee of the 
Second District met yesterday afternoon in the 
oflice of Mr. Martin Howard. corner of Lake and 
LaSalle streets. Mr. Howard called the mecting 
to order and presided, 

Mr. Walle, representing the Senatorial Commit- 
tee of the Fifth District, said they had fixed on the 
2Sth as the day for holding their primaries. This 
was not final, however, since they desired to hold 
them on the same day as the Congressional 
primaries, in order to avoid three sets of elections. 
Their final action, therefore, on this subject would 


be in harmony with that of the Congressional Com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Mamer, from the Fourth Senatorial! District, 
stated substantially the same thing for his Com- 
mittee. 

The same announcement was also made regard - 
ing the Third Senatorfal District. 

M. J. C. Haines moved to hold the primaries on 
the 30th of September, between 4 and 7 p. m.. 
and the Convention on the lst of October, at 
10 a. m. 

Mr. Hotz was in favor of a short campaign. Teo 
niany primaries were objectionabe to business 
men, and he thought it wonid oe vastly better to 
hold the primaries, county, Congressional, and 
Senatorial, all on the same day, the l4th of Oc- 
tober. 

Mi Mamer favored ashort campaign, but op- 
posed the suggestion of Mr. Hotz, to adopt which 
would be too much like acquiescing in the action 
of the County Committee, who had ignored this 
Committee in the selection of judges, etc. 

Mr. Gerhard, a member of the County Commit- 
tee, did not think tnat anybody had been inten- 
tionally ignored. 

Mr. Haines insisted on his motion, and made a 
speeca in favor of short campaigns. 

Mr. Howard thought, un er the circumstances, 
that the Committee was justified in acting inde- 
pendently of the County Committec, who had re- 
fused them a voice in the selection of judges. 

This seemed to be the prevailing sentiment by a 
decisive majority. 

Mr. Haines’ motion was then put and carried by 
& unanimous vote, and the Secretary was instruct- 
ed to secure a hall for holding the Convention. 

Some of the delevates reported the names of 
those whom they wanted to serve as judges, and 
the genticmen from the Senatorial Committee did 
the same, besides suggesting places for hold- 
ing tue primaries, Not all of them being prepar- 
ed, however, todo this, it was arranged that the 
names and locations of polling-places should al! 
be sent in by Thursday, to the end that they may 
be incorporated in the call to be pubiished Friday 
moruing. After having thus completed its busi- 
nese, the Committee adjourned. 

THE ELEVENTH WARD REPUBLICAN CLUB 
held a speaking“ meeting ut the West Side 
Opera-House last evening. President Riddle oc- 
cupied the chair and introduced the speakers to 
the fifty members present. 

The first one was the Hon. William Aldrich, who 
spoke of his experience in Washington. and the 
work of the Committee on Territories. He ailuded 
to Mormonism as a festering sore on the body 
politic, and hard to manage. A bill had been pre- 
pared prohioiting those who practice its doctrines 
trom holding office, but it didn’t come before the 
liouse. Polygamy was a serious drawback and a 
great disgrace to the nation. [Applause.] Kef- 
erence was also made to his efforts to get a 
branch mint in Chicago. and in connection there- 
with he adverted to Democratic economy Saving 
$10.000 oy cutting down the pay of employes, 
and spending $100,000 where it would benetit the 
party. He also spoke about his endeavors in be- 
half of the remonetization of silver, saying that 
it was his belief that the measure had resulted in 
yood—aiding to make the financial system more 
substantial and stable. He deprecated continual 
fluctuation of the currency. and announced bim- 
self as u Greenback man. „ He 
thought there was no necessity for going outside 
of tbe Kepubiican party, and that it was 
unwise to drive men out of the ranks for 
championing the greenbacks. They should circu- 
late and be just as good as coin.—silver or gold. 
[Appiause.| Gold was only a commodity, and the 
$200, 000, OVO or $200, 060,000 of it were held for 
speculative purposes. He indorsed Fort's bill 
making greenvacks.receivable for customs duties, 
saying it would av@made the currency circulation 
$1. 000, 000. C000, yet Butler. Ewing, and otuers, 
who are now waking promises, voted against it. 
He didn't think it safe to turn the country over to 
the Vemocratic party,—the party that haa at- 
tempted to destroy it. Republicans should do 
their duty. [Applaase. |

THE CABINETMAKERS. 
YESTERDAY’S DEVELOPMENTS. 

The strikers at the billiard-table manufactory of 
the J. M. Branewick & Balke Company maintained 
their demand yesterday foran advance of 15 per 
cent, but were met by a flat refusal on the part of 
Mr. Bensinger, representing the firm, to accede to 
the demand in the form presented. The strikers 
number sixty-two, and comprise about one-third 
of the working force of the factory. They frankly 
admit that they chose the present occasion to de- 
mand higher wages because of the heavy business 
which the firm has secured through the establish- 
ment of a branch house in New York City. 
were the sales and orders have been so great. 
combined with the increasing trade done by the 
Chicago house, as to push the factory in this city 
to the limit of ite capacity. The strikers acknow!l- 
edge that they have always been promptly paid on 
‘Tuesday of each week, and have been well treated 
by their employers, but claim that with an increase 
of business should come an increase of wages. 
The firm are not disposed to dispute this claim, 
ahd express a willingness to make an advance so 
soon as it shall become evident that the revival of 
business is to be permanent, and not a,temporary 
increase growing out of the circumstance of the 
New Lora opening. What they strenuously ob- 
ject to is that the demand should have taken the 
form of astrike. It has been asserted that $7 per 
week is the average earnings of the strikers iu the 
J. M. Brunswick & Balke Co. factory, but the 
books of the Chicago house, according to the 
statementoft Messrs. Beusinger and Schmidt, the 
managing partners in this city, show that the aver- 
ave earnings under present prices are only a few 
cents shortof $11 per week. These gentlemen 
calm that they hae always paid the highest 
waves going. und have paid their men with un- 
varying promptness, but are not willing to sub- 
mit to extortion under penalty of a strike. Their 
business will be somewhat bindered for a short 
time if the dead-lock continues, but not crippled, 
as they will be able to secure the work at their 
Cincinnati and St. Louis factories, and if neces- 
sary will establish a factory in New York. A 
transfer of the work to other points would be a 
barren victory to the strikers. The relations of 
employers and emploved in this case nave been 
uniformly excellent heretofore, and it is not im- 
possibie that the disagreement may be adjusted 
to-day. 

Tnere was little more to be obtained yes- 
terday with reference to the strike, since 
nothing occurred except the concession of one 
firm,-—-Sugg. Beiersorf & Co., who compromised 
with their men at 15 per cent advance, The other 
lirme—F. Mayer & Co., H. Cohn, R. Rohn. C. 
Bostieman & Co., Prise & Lolise, and Nieman, 
Leny & Co. stil hold out. One of these said be 
would yieldif he could get a new set of bands. He 
would not have the old ones, as they loafed too 
much, went out too often to get beer, and 
spent as much time in talking politica as 
in attending to their work. Only 150 men 
have laid down their tools. There are some sixty 
factories in the city where cabinetmakers are em- 
ployed, eo it is evident, as was stated yesterday. 
that the strike is by no means general. In sume 
of the shops, where no tronuole has occurred, the 
men receive leas for piece-work than the firms 
named above were paying, but the laiter seem to 
have been unfortunate in that their workmen were 
mosily Soctallsts. Tue disaffected ones say they 
willremain firm until actual want compeis them

ST. PETER. 
HIS CASE BEFORE TUE GRAND JURY. 

The Grand Jury was yesterday engaged in look 
ing into the Clark murder case, of La Grange. A 
great number of witnesses were in attendance, and 
the denizens of that village, not understanding the 
natare of Grand Juries, were abont equally divid- 
edi as to the guilt or innocence of Joseph St. Peter, 
who is accused of the murder. Only a few wit- 
nesses were heard, however, and they failed to 
throw any further light on the case. Other wit- 
nesses will be heard to-day. 

While no neu light was shed on the case to the 
jury, agentleman connected with the affair toid a 
TRiBUNE reporter some things last evening which 
tend to fasten the crime on the aceused, and if the 
witnesses do not weaken to-day there wil! be some 
revelations. From what the gentleman in question 
stated. it appears that Frank Woods, Mr. Durland. 
anda Mr. Hoover, who served on the Coroner's 
jury, will prove important witnesecs. They are 
expected to swear to the fact that St. Peter had 
often made threats against Clark, growing out 01 
his intumacy with Clark's wife, and, backed by 
others, to develop considerable scandal that bas 
so far deen suppressed. The backing they are to 
receive is expected to come from the servant-giris 
employed in Clark's family at various times prior 
to the tragedy, aithough when not under oata tuen 
are understood to be unwilling to say anything. 
Besides these, Willis Ward is expected to thorough- 
ly identify St. Peter, and swear to having seen him 
inthe neighoorhvod the night of the murder, and 
George Tobit is expected to swear that antecedent 
to the crime St. Peter knocked the deceased down 
with asbovel and threatened his life. Further 
than this, C. Matnei is expected to testify 
as to the relations of St. Peter and deceased's 
wife, going so far as to say that he has 
seen them meeton Blue Island avenue, in this 
city, more than once, and kiss on the street. And 
beyond this the reporter's informant said that St. 
Peter, who has been in the cell with ** Duteny” 
Wieland in jail, had confessed to Wieland the 
conmission of the crime, but Wieland denies this 
to a reporter, notwithstanding he has told the 
whole story to other persons. On the whole, it 
would seem, from what is promised to be devel- 
oped, that the wife and St. Peter know the whole 
story, and that St. Peter is, after ali, guiity of the 
murder. How many of the facts surrounding tae 
case. additional to what the Coruner’s jury ad- 
duced, will be brought out, remains to be seen.

STEAM BOILERS. 
To the Editor % The Tribune. 

Crutcaco, Sept. 25.—I would like a little space 
to answer the letter in yesterday's Tui from 
A. F. Buschick, who vents his spleen on steam- 
fitters becanse they do not employ him to make 
their boilers. It is absurd to say that steam- 
fitters who-ure dealing in and setting voilers con- 
stantly do not know good iron from pot-meial. 
The truth is, they know too much about it to em- 
ploy certain men unless they want pot-metal, 
which is not the case. When a steam-fitter taxes 
a contract fora heating apparatus he is responsi- 
ble for the perfection and sulliciency of every part 
of the work, and it is for his own interest to see 
that boilers especially are perfect and will not 
blister or crack. Should a boiler prove defective, 
the sveniu-fitter must make it good, not the 
boller- mer. because he 18 supposed 
to put in the tron called for. it is not reasona- 
bie to suppose that any one wanting a voijler vnce 
or occasionally in a lifetime, will know as much 
about it as a steam-filtter, hence they go to him 
and hold him responsible, Another reason is, 
the owner or boilermakers know nothing about 
the Kind or size of boiler best adapted to the 
heating apparatus, aitnough the latter often as 
sume to. Toere is not a single case on record 
where a boiler used for heating buildings has 
ever exploded. This shows well forthe judgment 
of the steam-fitter, and the puodlic may rest assurea 
that they are safe if they have left their work in 
the hands of a reliable STEAM-FivTER.

NEBRASKA, 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Texama, Neb., Sept. 19.—Thnanks to the 
courtesy of Mr. J. E. House, General Superin- 
tendent of the Omaha & Northwestern Railroad, 
enjoyed a ride to this point,—a small place 
about fifty miles north of Omaha. The road 
runs almost parallel with the Missouri River, 
and through the most picturesque portion of 
the State I have yet visited. The country is 
yet more broken,—with high bluffs in many 
places, covered with heavy timber. This part 
of the State has been long settled, and fine 
farms, with their white tarmhouses, dot the 
landscape. Fort Calhoun, Blair, and Tekama 
are the principal towns,—all small places. 
Judge Crounse, ex-Member of Congress, resides 
at Fort Calhoun, and has @ very pretty home. 

This road was built by Omaha capitalists, but, 
like our Chicago & Pacific Railroad, is in trouble. 
It is thought that it will be bought by either the 
Union Pacific Railroad or the Burlington & Mis- 
souri River Railroad, and extended farther to 
the northwest. Having no connections to make, 
it is decidedly an accommodation road. I should 
have been lelt at one of the stations but for the 
courtesy of Mr. Samuel Herman, the gentle- 
manly and efficient conductor, who, noticing 
my absence (I was off news-gathering), kindly 
signaled, and held tbe train fur me. I was 
told that sometimes a party of gentlemen would 
go up the road to hunt, and get off at some sta- 
tion, and the train would wait until they 
had secured all the game they wanted, 
when they would quietiv proceed on their 
journey. Of course this was a ‘* goak.”’ 

for a short road it is weil managed and doing 
considerable business, which would be greatiy 
increased by pushing it 100 or 200 miles to the 
northwest, where it could run througha very 
fine section of farming land. 

At Biair there are two elevators, and consider- 
able grain is handled, most of which is shipped 
to Culver & Co., Chteago. The corn looks well, 
and is bevond the reach of frost. A few miles 
out of Omaha I saw acamp of Winnebago In- 
dians, Who are employed by Julius Meyer & Co., 
of Omaha, iu the manufacture of moccasins, 
bead bags. and other Ind.an trinkets. It was 
quite a sight to see them, witb their wigwams, 
in true primitive Indian stvle,—one old fellow, 
with his bavc3 behind him holding up bis coat- 
tails, ike any other man.
